MEANS OF SECRET CORRESPONDBJCE - ESPECIALLY IMPREGNATED PAPER 

(TRANSLATION) 



1. One of the means of secret correspondence of agents with the 
Soviet HQs is the "secret paper. " 'nils Is a sheet of Impregnated paper 
(business letter size)* of yellow color* without any suspicious marks. 

It Is used as oarb on-paper. The procedure is the following) 

a. The sheet of paper* which will be sent to the HQs* is laid on 
a glass plate or on a mirror, nils sheet of paper must be smooth* not 
rippled. Over It the impregnated paper is to be laid. Finally another 
sheet of paper (third one) is to be placed on top. On this upper sheet 

of paper one writes down the text with a soft penoll* leaving borders of 
1 om. free and also not covering the foldings. 

b. When the whole text has been put down, the Impregnated sheet 
of paper has to be laid aside for future use (it may be used 60 times or 
even more). The upper sheet of paper with the pencil written text has to 
be destroyed. The lowest ("right") sheet of paper* on which no visible 
marks usually remain* has to be turned over and on the other side of it 
any text of a private "letter" is to be put down. This text is of no 
Importance* sinoe it serves only for disguising purposes. One has to 
write with a "light hand*" not pressing* with a penoll and not with ink 
or even ball point. 

o. If such a "prepared" letter is being mailed by post, it is 
put into a usual envelope and dispatched dlreotly to East Berlin or the 
Soviet Zone to an address previously agreed upon. Such letters are 
probably picked out by the Soviet mall examiners at the post offloes and 
passed to the HQs. 

d* If such "prepared" letters are not mailed* but handed over 
to a courier or a contact-man, then the sheets are to be covered with 
secret text without tearing them out of the pad. The whole pad is 
dispatched without taking into ao count how many sheets contain the secret 
text* Usually the last and not the first sheet b of the pad are covered 
with the seoret text* Some empty envelopes are usually enclosed with the 
pad* which do not mean anything and serve Just for disguising. 

e. The new agent does not get the impregnated "seoret paper? 
right at the start. A year may pass before he gets it. Although communi- 
cations without this impregnated paper is much more diffloult and risky* 
it is entrusted to the agent only after a period of time has elapsed. In 
my case it took about a year. 
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f. Usually this impregnated paper is handed over personally at 
the Soviet HQs. Only in exceptional oases may it be brought and handed 
over to the agent in any of the Western countries. 

g. From time to time the old impregnated paper is exchanged 
for a new one. The new sheet is handed over in exchange for the old one, 
which usually is burned on the spot. However, no signed receipt is 
requested from the person who gets the sheet - 

2. I have been told that when I oome to Berlin, they will explain 

to me how to develop the texts written with the help of such an Impregnated 
paper and that then I will be in the position to receive from them 
such prepared letters and to decipher them. 

3. The chemical composition of the impregnated paper is not known 
to me. 
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CORRESPONDENCE WITH THE HELP OF A MICROFILM 
(TRANSLATION) 



1. After a rather long transitory period, when the HQa believe that 
the agent la reliable enough, the secret of the microfilm la entrusted to . 
him. As a rule the agent is instructed how to handle a microfilm in the 
HQs directly. In this exceptional case the instruction took place in a 
neutral-country, in Switzerland. 

2. How to learn that a letter contains a microfilm - Having 
received a letter, the receiver takes a look at the envelope and knows 
lamed lately whether there is a microfilm in the letter or not. He is able 
to learn that from the Wayin which the stamp la placed on the envelope. 

If it’ Is placed in the right comer entirely at the margin, it means that 
the letter contains no aloroflla. If the stamp is placed about 1 cm. from 
the margin* that means that the letter contains a mlorofilm and it must be 
discovered. 

3* How to look for a nlcrt? film s Having turned the envelope over, 
one has to look for the microfilm In the gum with which the envelope is 
held together. In my case it was agreed that the microfilm will be placed 
in the left lower corner at a distance of 4 cm. from the left comer (in 
the direction to the right upper corner) and 7 mm to the right fro® the 
margin of the gummed strip. 

4. How to remove the microfilm from the letter ; The spot which 
should o cm tain the microfilm is out out, then the glue has to be cautiously 
separated and both parts have to be laid on a glass plate. At that time 
one does not know which part will contain the microfilm. Both parts have 
to be moistened with a soft paint brush until the gum and oellulose dis- 
solve.. By constantly moistening and observing one finally finds a small 
quadratic microfilm of a light color (nearly of the same color as the gum). 
As it is rather dlffioult to dlsoem it with naked eye, one can use a 
magnifying glass (not a mioroscope). However, it even has happened that 

it took me | - 1 hour to find the microfilm. 

5. Developing of the microfilm: For developing, the microfilm has 

to be placed on another glass plate and a usual photographic developing 
solution (proportion 1*20) has to be applied to 11. The procedure is 
quicker if the solution is a little lukewarm. Die light microfilm gets 
gradually darker. As soon as the mlorofilm Is developed - when it gets 
grayish - the microfilm has to be transferred to another glass-plate, 
which is adopted for use in a mioroscope. 
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6. Under the microscope ; The best mioroBcop® for this purpose is 
with the magnifying power of 60, 75 or 100. In this case a small 
microscope was used with the magnifying power of 50 and with its help 
it was possible to decipher the raioroletters, although it is easier and 
better to do that with a stronger microscope. On the other hand, the 
enlarging over 100 times is not practical for this purpose, either. 

I was instructed not to apply any fixative after developing and to destroy 
the microfilm after having deciphered it. Microletters contain 15-30 
text lines. 

7. Bonsai letter Just for disguising. In every envelope which 
contains a microfilm, a norma, ^private letter” is enclosed. However, it 
does not mean anything. 

8. Priority of the Soviet mlorofllm. According to the Soviet 
Instructor, the microfilms produced in the western countries are easier 
to be spotted because of their darker color. The Soviets use another raw 
material for them.
